It  will  be  noted  that,  as  in  previous  years,  the  vital 
statistics  for  the  District  are  most  favourable,  and  that  there 
h,.s  been  no  outbreak  of  serious  infectious  disease  during  the 
year. 


l ow  that  the  economic  position  is  more  /favourable, 
it  is  anticipated  that  permission  will  be  given,  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  for  the  Council  to  proceed  with 
the  sever  gc  schemes  for  various  villages  which,  although  sorely 
needed,  have  been  held  in.  abeyance.

The  Registrar-General* s estimate  of  the  population  is 
24,420  as  compared  v.»ith  24,010  for  the  previous  year.  The 
natural  increase  in  population,  excess  of  births  over  deaths, 
was  171. 

BIRTH  RITE 


There  were  383  births  as  compared  with  306  in  1952# 
Although  there  is  a slight  decline,  whilst  the  population  in  the 
District  has  increased,  the  birth  rate,  15.7,  is  much  the  same 
as  that  for  the  country  as  a whole. 


Deaths  fell  from  240  in  1952  to  212  in  the  year  under 
review,  the  local  death  rate  8.7  comparing  favourably  with  the 
national  rate  of  11.4 


I.  FA.  T MORTALITY 

Twelve  infants  died  under  one  year  of  age  making  the 
infant  mortality  rate  31  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with 
26.8  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  country  as  a whole.  It  is 
unusual  for  the  local  rate  to  be  higher  than  the  national  rate, 
but  the  numbers  involved  are  small  so  the  average  rate  over 
several  years  should  be  used  for  purposes  of  comparison.  The 
causes  of  death  in  the  12  cases  were  as  follows.

Twenty -six  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified. 
Twenty  of  these  -ere  pulmonary  in  character.  There  were  six 
deaths,  ail  from  pulmonary  tuberculoses.  One  person  died  who 
had  not  bee.  notified  as  suffering  from  the  disease,  but  he  had 
only  recently  moved  into  the  District. 

Modern  treatment  has  brought  about  a great  iirprovenent 
in  the,  death  rate  from  tuberculosis,  but  the  incidence  of  now 
cases  has  not  declined.

Home  Help  Service 

This  Service  is  orga.  ised  by  the  County  Council,  and  a 
charge  is  node  according  to  a scale  of  assessment. 

The  Home  Help  takes  over  the  running  of  the  heme  where 
the  housewife  is  temporarily  incapacitated  through  illness. 

As  noted  elsewhere,  the  Service  is  very  useful  to  old 
people  who  can  no  longer  manage  because  of  infirmity. 

Appeals  for  assistance  from  the  Home  Hel  Service  should 
be  made  to  the  Division  1 Health  Office,  Forth  Fast  Area,  Council 
Offices,  Charlton  Kings  (telephone  number  ",  Cheltenham  557  45).

The  activities  of  the  Council  have  continued  to 
in  the  succeeding  part  of  the  report  it  is  proposed  to  deal 
with  various  duties  under  separate  headings  unless  they  have 
already  been  dealt  with  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


HOUSING. 


The  provision  of  housing  accommodation,  whilst  it  is 
still  a very  important  task  for  the  Council  dees  appear  to  be 
less  acute  than  at  any  time  since  the  end  of  hostilities  in  1945- 
The  effect  of  the  easing  of  restrictions  upon  private  enterprise 
has  resulted  in  the  number  of  completed  private  houses  rising  to 
81  as  against  32  in  1952.  A further  encouraging  feature  is  that 
at  the  end  of  1953 ? the  number  of  private  houses  in  course  of 
erection  had  risen  to  97,  plus  44  for  the  Bishops  Cleeve  Housing 
Association.  The  number  of  sites  for  future  private  houses 
approved  by  the  Town  Planning  Authority  now  totals  approximately 
two  thousand. 

The  total  number  of  houses  completed  by  the  Council  and 
private  enterprise  totalled  213,  and  based  upon  an  average  of 
persons  per  house,  this  means  that  745  persons  have  been  provided 
with  permanent  accommodation  during'  the  year. 

The  efforts  of  .this  Council  have,  in  the  main,  bee:~ 
directed  to  providing  housing  at  Ashchurch,  Bishops  Cleeve, 
Prestbury,  Shurdington,  Wit combe  and  Winchcombe.  These  are 
the  main  centres  of  population  and  where  the  Council  own  sites 
with  services  available. 


The  list  of  applications  for  houses  is  approximately 
the  same  as  a year  ago.  The  number  of  houses  erected  by  private 
enterprise  shows  an  increase  during  the  year,  but  it  is 
anticipated  that  for  the  year  1954 , there  will  be  a marked  increase 

under  this  heading.

Under  this  heading  we  have  included  accommodation  of 
former  camp  sites.  The  Council  still  control  sites  at  Stoke 
Orchard,  Shurdinyton  and  Nit combe . The  policy  of  the  Council 
has  he  on  to  re— house  the  families  who  have  been  on  these  sites 
for  a long  time.  It  was  hoped  that  when  the  families  were 
r chons  -d  for  Stoke  Orchard,  Shurdinyton  and  Uitcombe,  it  would

Refuse  and  Salvage 

Regular  collections  of  house  refuse  are  made  throughout 
the  District.  Weekly  collections  are  made  in  the  built  up 
areas,  fortnightly  in  the  villages,  and  monthly  in  the  more 
remote  and  scattered  areas. 

The  controlled  method  of  tipping  is  undertaken,  and 
refuse  is  tipped  at  Shardington,  Snow shill,  Prestbury  and 
W inch combe . 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  is  one  which  still 
causes  a great  deal  of  concern.  There  is  the  tendency  of  the 
Public  to  request  more  frequent  clearances,  and  this  can  only 
be  provided  by  engaging  more  labour.  At  the  present  time  there 
is  a very  high  tax  0:1  petrol,  and  with  Vehicles  which  have  a high 
consumption  per  mile,  this  adds  a considerable  amount  to  the 
costs  of  collection.  Controlled  tipping  is  another  factor  as 
the  purchase  of  soil  for  blinding  tips  amounts  to  approximately 
£600  per  annum.  These  are  some  of  the  factors  which  have 

contributed  to  the  high  costs,  and  whilst  the  individual  items 
may  be  considered  desirable  or  necessary,  the  provision  of  these 
additional  items  inevitably  means  an  in ere:  se  in  rates. 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  in  the  Parishes  of  Bishops 
Cleeve,  Leckhampton,  Prestbury,  part  Up  Katherley,  and  Winch cor be , 
Fortnightly  collections  are  made  in  the  remaining  Parishes  of 
the  District,  with  the  exception  of  Alstone,  Teddington,  Charlton 
Abbotts,  Hawliig,  Elm stone  Hardwicke,  Leigh,  Cxenton,  Woo Is tone 
and  Twyning,  which  are  collected  monthly.
